The primary reason for allowance is that the cited prior art does not show a 
method for preventing contamination of a surface of a rotating drum dryer, the method 
includes spraying of a surfactant agent containing an emulsified oil directly onto the 
surface of the drum as said drum is facing advancing paper without staining of the 
paper, and wherein the spraying is at a spray rate in range claimed (claims 1 , 4). 
The closest art, Kaoru in view of Donnelly, do not disclose the invention, in that the 
combined references calculate a minimum spraying rate of 544 mg/m 2 /min. The 
specification (pg. 7, lines 21-26), recites that spraying at a rate above the upper limit of 
the range, that is, above 500 mg/m 2 /min would cause dripping of the surface treatment 
agent causing oil stains on the paper, which is not acceptable. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
